L Status of claims 
Claims 99-194 are pending. 

2. Claim rejections under obviousness-type double patenting 

Claims 99-194 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type 
double patenting over claims 1-4 of Jerdee et al., U.S. Pat. No. 6,333,087 (hereinafter "Jerdee") 
in view of Ching et al., U.S. Pat. No. 5,859,145 (hereinafter "Ching"). Applicants present a 
terminal disclaimer executed by their undersigned representative, attached hereto, in order to 
obviate this rejection. 

In addition to the terminal disclaimer. Applicants present an associate power of attorney 
naming their undersigned representative. The associate power of attomey is signed by 
Kenneth D. Goodman, who is of record in this application according to the power of attomey 
document filed on November 5, 1999.
